AUTO PRODUCTION IN 
CANADA EXPANDING 


Automobile production in Canadiar 
factories during 1929 amounted tc 
263,295 units, an increase of 9% over 
the previous year, the growing popu- 
larity of closed cars being indicated 
by an increase of 13% in such models, 


Truck output increased 36%. Ex- 
ports of passenger automobiles during 
the year were 10% targer, the greate 
est gain being in cars of the $500 tc 
$1,000 class. Truck exports were 56% 
larger than in 1928, the chief increase 
being rioted in those of over 1-ton 
capacity. Truck imports during the 
year dropped 27% from the 1928 valu- 
ation. A decline is also noted ir the 
valuation of passenger cars imported,

The Immigration Problem 


The subject of immigration. which is at present receiving a large share 
of attention by the people of Canada, and causing. them no little concern, 
has always been in the forefront of national pol'cy. It is likely to remain 
so for many years to come, a result-almost inevitable in the case of a young 
country of small population, vast wmoccup’ed arcas, and immense natural 
resources awaiting development. And especially so when, elsewhere in the 
world, there are numerous count'ies where population is already congested 
and the surplus people are anxiously looking abroad for some place in which 
to locate with a fair prospect of yaa a livelihood for themselves and 
their children. 

It is probably true that in regard to no other question of vital national 
importance has public cpinion in Canada, as in the Un'ted States, so 
completely changed within a few years as it’has in regard to immigration. 
Within the last few,years the change has been rap'd and fundamental, and 
thousands of men and women today hold views diametrically opposite to 
those they entertained five or ten years ago. Many of these people are now 
incl'néd to blame former Governments because they adopted and pursued 
pol’cies which do not find favor today, forgetting that they themselves 
be‘ieved in and approved pol'cies then which they condemn now. 

Not so long ago Federal Governments were applauded or criticised 
according as they sueceeded or failed to increase the volume of immigration 
into this Dominion. Almost without a dissenting voice,—-organized labor 
alone perhaps excepted,—the people of Canada urged and demanded aggres- 
sive policies of imm’gration in order to increase Canada’s population, 
Cevelop its resources, fill up the vacant spaces, and assist in carrying the 
Dominicn’s heavy burden or debt. Immigration was held to be necessary to 
provide business for our railways, and to reduce the per capita cost of 
government, schools, and those many other modern services which people 
cemanded. And all governments tried to supply what the people as a whole 
wanted. : 

Now all this has changed, and from all parts of the country there is an

Canada's immigrat’on policy has for some considerable time been one of 
;dmitting only those, mentally, morally and physically sound, who proposed 
go upon the land, while those of the artizan and unskilled labor classes 
sre discouraged. But the difficulty has been to keep those admitted on 
» land. Many having but little capital and meeting with initial discourage- 
rents and difficulties, have flocked to the cities in search of work, with dire 
‘sults to themselves and to the urban communities thereby affected. How to 
overcome this problem, made more acute in recent years by the introduction 
01 a large scale of labor-saving farm machines, as, for eample, the combined 
harvester-thresher and the motor truck, and the consequent elimination of 
the need for thousands of farm hands, is still in acute question, 

It is now suggested that immigration should be left to the Provinces 
rather than continue as one of the major functions of the Federal Govern- 
ment, and that each Province should decide who, and how many, to admit 
in any one year. But here another difficulty presents itself. Provincial re- 
quirements and policies may be far from uniform. One Province may adopt 
a policy amounting almost to exclusion, while another is much more lax in 
its policy governing immigration. 3ut once an immigrant is admitted into 
Canada by any one Province, there is no power to prevent such immigrant 
from moving to another part of the Dominion. There must of necessity be 
some understanding reached by the Provinces if any effective restrictions 
are to be imposed by them, if the present plan of a central Dominion control 
is superseded. 

The whole problem is one calling for the most careful investigation and 
rtudy. It involves not only economic questions, but social, racial, religious, | 
nnd other questions, each and every one presenting difficulties in the way of | 
arriving at common understandings. It is a question that calls for the | 
exercise of patience, goodwill, co-operation.

Glass That Be Bends 


Nearest Apprcach Is a Glass Substi- 
tute Called “Windolite” 


There is a fortune awaiting the 
man who invents a flexible glass. This 
stands perhaps at the 
of necessary things the 
for. So far the nearest approach “is” 
|a glass substitute called ‘“‘Windolite,” 
invented in England, and put on the 
market there in 1917, and now sold 
jin Canada.

One advantage this substitute has 
over ordinary glass is that it freely 
transmits the valuable ultra-violet 
rays of the sun. This quality makes 
“Windolite” invaluable for a wide 
variety of uses where real sunlight is 
necessary to health and growth such 
as the rearing of young chicks arid 
turkeys in confinement. Ordinary 
glass shuts out these rays, and yet 
they are vitally important to human 
benigs, as well as plants, poultry and

very strong.

RETURNED TO WRITER 


Postmasters in the approximately 
12,000 offices in Canada receive up- 
wards of 1,000 requests each day for 
senders of mail that they be allowed 
to retrieve it from the post, 

In about half the cases an oppor- 
tunity to correct addresses is sought, 
In the other half, people, on second 
thought, decide the letter would be 
better unsent: 

Applicants, however, are doomed to 
disappointment, for when a letter 
goes into a mail box or a post office 
the sender loses his rights in it, It 
automatically becomes the property of 
the person to whom addressed. 


Requests for the return of mail 
have become so numerous that the 
Deputy Postmaster-General, L. J. 
Gaboury, has issued a warning to 
Postmasters stating that “mail mat- 
ter once posted must be forwarded 
according to its directions. On no 
application, however urgent, can it 
be delivered back to the writer, or 
to any other person,”

FIRST WOMAN SENATOR 
NAMED 


Premier King has given official en- 
dorsation to the view of the Privy 
Council that a woman is a “person” 
and therefore eligible to sit in the 
Canadian Senate by appointing a 
member of the fair sex to that body. 
It cannot be said that the Prime 
Minister acted with undue haste in 
creating the precedent. He took sev- 
eral months to think it over and his 
choice finally fell on a fellow-citizen 
in Ottawa, 

The first woman Senator, Mrs. 
Norman Wilson, is of unimpeachable 
Political record. She is the wife of a 
former Liberal M.P. and the daughter 
of the late Senator Robert MacKay, 
for many years one of the party stal- 
warts in the district of Montreal. 
More than that, she was the founder 
of the Ottawa Women’s Liberal As- 
sociation and is an officer of the Na- 
tional Federation of Liberal Women 
of Canada, 

It will be a matter of passing regret 
that the honor did not fall to a west- 
erner. A group of Alberta women 
led the successful fight to assert the 
right of the sex to sit in the Senate. 
The lack of a vacancy precluded one 
of them being selected to lead the 
way into the Red Chamber. 

So far as qualifications go, there 
is no reason why women should not 
make their mark in the Red Cham- 
ber. They have shown thcir worth in 
other legislative bodics and in cabinet 
posts. 
their fitness for public office. Now 
that the anomaly governing admission 
to the Senate has been removed, there 
is no special reason why more of them 
should not be so honored from time 
to time as opportunity develops.

The Medical Academy of Alberta 
has just appointed a committee to 
study the problem of the incidence 
and treatment of Cancer. The Per- 
sonell of this committee has been 
selected with great care. All are out- 
standing in their several fields of 
medicine and the benefits arising from 
this study should be marked. 

However, without the codperation 
of the public, results must, of neces- 
sity, be delayed. Cancer has a high 
death rate because the patient is not 
scen by the physician until the disease 
is so advanced as to be beyond all 
help, (Here again we would emphas- 
ize the need for the yearly physical 
examination). 

When middle age is reached, any 


l irregularity in the normal functions 


of the body, with or without pain, is 
reason enough for a visit to the phy- 
sician. For instance, a woman dis- 
covers a small swelling under her arm 
or on her breast. It is not painful, 
and she appears to be well. She ig- 
nores it. Presently the arm becomes 
heavy, there is pain, there may be 
slight discoloration. A doctor is seen 
and the dread verdict of ‘Too Late” 
is given. Do not ignore swellings, 
however trivial they may appear. 

A long established normal function 
may become irregular, accompanied 
by backache or just a tired feeling.
